Berlin, July 22.—Warsaw is to be 


set in flames by the Russians and de- 
stroyed when General von Hindenberg 
penetrates the last line of defenses 
before the city, according to infor- 
mation that reached here today. GrancS 
Duke Nicholas is said to be determin- 
ed that the Polish capital shall nc» 
fall into the hands of the Germans 
with its government buildings and 
churhes unscathed. He is reported to 
have assigned groups of men to~4Jis 
task of destroying the bulTamgs alT 
over the city when the Germans close 
in and force his army to evacuate. 


The Russians already have been de- 


stroying the buildings in the path of 
their retreat both north and west of 
Warsaw and m the Riga region to 
the north. Bridges are being blown 
up, cattle driven to the rear and crops 
either taken or destroyed. 


Dispatches from Copenhagen quote 


travellers from the region of Gblland 
have declared that flames from the 
Riga region have lighted up the sky" 
abouve the Baltic for several nights. 
Continuing on the advance towarfl 
Warscaw, the Germans have arrivefl 
within 13 miles of the city. 


North of Warsaw the Russians re- 


treat has become more stubborn along 
the Narew where the Germans have 
encounered strong defensive positions 
that may check the advance for two 
or three days. 
Southeast of Lub- 


lin a great Battle was raging aling 
the Wiepr/ river-when the last dis- 
patches were sent to the war office. 
The fighting here is of decisive char- 
acter. The war office is" confidently 
awaiting word that General Macken- 
sen's center has battered its way 
through the Russian line and seized 
the Lublin-Cholm railway.

QUICK DISPATCH IS A BIG 


(BY UNITED PRESS) 


Washington, July 22.—The German 


note was eent forward from Wash- 
ington to Berlin at nine o'clock last 
night, state department officials an- 
nounced today. It is believed prac- 
tically all of the note had reached 
Berlin by ten o'clock this morning. 
The note was sent via Copenhagen 
and will be recorded and translated in 
Berlin by Ambassador Gerard today 
for presentation to the German for- 
eign office, probably Friday morning. 
Secretary of State Lansing is expect- 
ed to make public the contents of the 
note after it has been delivered to 
the Berlin government. 
Notice of 


the communication's dispatch came 
like a thunder clap. The administra- 
tion had kept its plans so secret that 
not the slightest inkling of the send-] 
ing of the note leaked out until it 
was believed most of the message had 
actually reached its destination, 


The fact is generally accepted here 


that the new note, the final word of 
the United States to Germany and 
that no farther quibbling or evasions 
will be tolerated by this government. 
Germany is to be told in unmistak- 
able language that the loss of another 
American life will be considered aa SH 
"unfriendly act," with all that the 
term implies in international ioter-
